— The 
leriesof the honss sf ooasinss 
again crowded to bear the debi^ oa the 
leading qaestkM of the day— the Blsad 

silver bill. During the mominp; honr a 
number of committppH made renorte, 
but none of special iiniKirtKnce. 

Mr. Otithwaite, of Ohio, introdticeil a 
bill to repeal the section cf a law pit^ncl 
in 1870 which proTides that no officei 
•hall be entitled to wear, while on dnty, 
any nniform other than that of his ac- 
tual rank on account of having been 
brevetted, nor shall he be addressed in 
orders or official commnnications by 
any otlNt-MM gnS «( MS OOdal 

rank, 

Mr. W. M. Stona, of Pennsylvania, of- 
fered a bill inoTMriaa tolwe.00Otbe 
limit of cost of the pooUe raildlag at 
Allegheny, Pa. 

Mr. Clover, of Kansas, by request in- 
troduced a bill to amend the national 
banking laws, to extend their provi- 
sions to the benefit of the whole people, 
to provide the people with a flezible and 
sound circulating medium of exchange 
so governed in amount that it shall 
always be the natural laws of supply 
and demand. 

Mr. Dalzell, of Pennsylvania, offered 
a bill appropriating $56,000 to enable the 
secretary of war to cause a survey of a 
route for u .shi]> canal to connect the 
waters of Lake Erie and the Ohio river 
at or near Erie, Pa. 

The silver debate was then resumed 
Mr. Pierce, of Tennessee, being the 
first speaker. He said that the honr 
was now at hand when the people 
would ask from congress that the wrong 
done in 1878 be undone, and (hat justice 
be done them. Will the representative,-, 
of the American people deny this to the 
laboring classes of Aiueiica? There 
were two roads, one leading to honor, 
principle and right— the otner to dis- 
honor and destruction, and the former 
was the pathway which should be fol- 
lowed hf Uie fssa ooiaaM men. 

There was no rsssnn for the demone- 
tization of silver in IflVS. Fnm IVM to 
187a the. silver was nevipr.lMa.tfaan one 
hundred cents. Why tasMMtise it? 
By the act of 1878 silver was murdered 
in the interests of the great banking and 
financial interests of the world, and 
agricultore and labor have paid the for 
fttt by their sweat and toil. Should 
tJiis thing go on? Have the laboring 
men no rights to be respected bv cap- 
ital 'i Upon the side of the people, the 
Democratic party had ever been plant- 
ed. They woald advocate honest 
money, an honest dollar and noUiing 
lees. 

It was by act of law that the dollar 
was made dishonest, and it is by snch 
operation that it should be made 
honest. PoUtiosl economists on both 
sides admit that gold has appreciated 
and not that silver has depredated. Sil- 
ver has ever been the mimey of th.> 
oonuBon people measorsd in the nrice uf 
oonunodities. It has saver fslun. but 
has kept apaos with the prodnots ef na- 
tu^ from the time the morning stars 
■aif together tmtil now. Why should 
wegobaek? We (dMwMjilMlitoto it 
under the law. as vaM IHrilhad 
snffsNd. 

In oonclnslon he si4A: "I want to say 
to yon, gentlemen from Kew England, 
that the same brave, irlorioos ana hon- 
orable men stand there today ss a bul- 
wark between the Bepnblioan party and 
the intorests ef the Amerioanpeople as 
stood against tiie fn«s hllL We do not 
fear any fores bUL Ws^vsno fears of 
anything of the kind. Bat wa tenand 
that this ehceae skaU giva to tiis people 
of the United States foil msasore of re- 
dr«« for tht irt«sf dane bj tha dooMm- 
etisation of sih«rni 1871. 

Mr. C. W. Stoaa. U Psnasylvania, 
opooaedthe msasnrs sod paid his re- 
spects to Mr. WUUmm. of Massa- 
ohnsetts, who assanad ma l ea d e r ship 
in opposition to the UD. So far as he 
(Mr. Williams) reprssanied himaelf and 
the sentiments of &aaastitaenti he (Mr. 
Stone) would say notUna, bnt when he 
assumed to represent the Democratic 
party and ally it to the opposition to 
this bill, or to neak for the Bepnbliean 
iwrty, he woald dissent. The Demo- 
cratic partjr was not opposed to this bill. 
There was nothing in its traditions, 
affiliations, or iasnncts that would 
array it in opposition to this bill.

Mr. Beltshoover, of Pennsylvania, 
said that Bland was a violent free 
trader in all other respects in order to 
protect himself, and he (Bland) proposed 
to erect a Qiinese wall between this and 
other countries on the silver question. 

Mr. Lodge followed in a speech 
against the bill. It struck at t^e wages 
of the laboring classes and therefore 
was a great injustice toward them. The 
creditor class was the great wage earn- 
ing class. The borrowing class was 
composcfl of capitalists, corjiorntions 
and railroads, He ojiposed the bill on 
the ground that it would bring a de- 
rangement of values, put up gold, de- 
stroy business confidences and would U' 
a great iigusf ice to tha working elsssH 
in the United States. 

At the conclnsi(m of Mr. Lodge's re- 
marks the house took a recess until 
7:30 p. m. 

Mr. Coombs, of New Y'ork, opened 
the debate at the evening session, and 
spoke in opposition to the Dill. He op- 
posed any measure which would con- 
trol our own commerce without respect 
to the commerce of any other country. 
The bill (iroposed to exit the United 
States loose on the unit of value, and to 
start out upon an independent course.

Mr. Bacon, of New York, opposed the 
measure.

In hu opinion this se<^on of the bill 
waa subject to the same denunciation as 
the so-called reciprod^ amendment. 

Mr. Chapin, of New York, in opposing 
the bill, add it was intended to benefit 
the silver producing indnstry, or to ex- 
pand the currency. If for the former, 
it might be entitled to consideration. 
If for the lat^^r, it should not, nwlsss it 
couhl be sho' n that the currency to be 
expande<l was the best obtainable. This 
it did not do, and he was opposed to it. 
The bill waa a delusion. 

Mr. Livingston, Fanners' Alliance, of 
Georgia, said that ever3rthing thus far 
spoken on this bill was prophecy. 
Branching from the question, he said 
that class legislation had brought all the 
trouble on the oonntry. We should re 
turn to constitutional government and 
Jeflersonian Democracy for relief. The 
country would then be prosperous and 
peaceful. Silver had not depreciated, 
but gold had appreciated. Tbi flountxy 
was controlled by &a fOlAlaipiaf thb 
country and Europe. . ,., 

Mr. Hayes, of Iowa, O^fiaasd the bill 
and said that the porpoM ef the party 
in forcing the measure at this time was 
suicidal in the extreme, and the most 
obnoxions , incident in connection with 
this Question was ttie attempt of the R»- 
pnblloiuis to put tha Dsasoaats in a di- 
lemma. 

Mr. Geisenhuiner, Democrat, of New 
Jersey, opposed the biU apd laid tnat a 
depreciation of thirty oaaw <« ^e dol- 
lar by an act of oongnss was unworthy 
of the American people. ' 

Mr. Bunting. Democrat, of Now 
York, oppost^i the measure and was fol- 
lowea by Mr. Layton, of Ohio, wltb 
spoke in favor of the measora.

DELVING FOR THE DEAD. 

Mlnem' liodlps Recovered After Twenty- 
One Months' Search. 

PiTTSBURQ. March 24.— The mystery 
of the death of the thirty -one miners in 
the Hill Farm mine is b^ng solved and 
the dead are being delivered from the 

tomb of death. It was on June 16, 
1890, that the fatal explosion took place.

The McCain Tobacco Bill DiseMMd. 
Balaries Paid Some But« 
Ofldalt. 



The bill making travel on turnpikes 
free to ministers, children going to and 
from school, persons going to church &c. 
was the first matter discussed yesterday. 
Mo vote was reached as the disctission 
was cut off by the McCain Tobacco bill, a 
special order. 

An anuMidraentwaa (rfteed to the Mc- 
Cain bill fixing a penality of firom $50 to 
$200 for a violation of some of its pro- 
visions. Another ainondincnt proposed 
to repeal the special privileges of the 
I^uiaville Tobacco Exchange. These 
amendments brought out a lively discus- 
sion. They were strongly opposed, es- 
pecially the latter. The debate was cut 
off by another special order of the day, 
before a vote was reached. It ia the opin- 
ion that the Mil will p««ijM h oaoM from 
the Senate. 

A report from the Aaditor was read, in 
response to the House resolution request- 
ing information as to all salaries paid 
State Mloials and if any weM pM wfth- 
uut warrant of law. Tlio report shows a 
janitor, elevator boy and policeman for 
the capital boOdlttgi whose pay is not 
provided for by statutory enactment, bnt 
who are paid upon the decision of the 
Attorney General. The salaries of these 
amount to $1,320 per annnm. The re- 
port shows siso 41 goardi at the two 
penitentiaries, paid $720 each per annum.

New York, March 24.— -TRe m«N 

«nd l>By« wer« covfml yostprflftv aft*r- 
BOon with a tliick fug, rendering navi- 
gation exceedingly dangflrous. Notwith- 
■tanding th«t pilotn ran their veflselB at 
gnatly r«dncea npeed and with mnch 
care, two collisions occnrred, in which 
Wreral vos^mIh engaijed were badly dam- 
aged, but no person, fortunately, waa 
kUled. 

The first collision wenrred in the 
North river between the feixyboat*, 
Princeton, of the Pennsylvania Ferry 
company, and Snscjnehunna, ot the 
Pavonia Ferry company. The Snsque- 
hanrw ran head on into the side of 
the Princeton, crushing in the forward 
ladies' cabin and scattered the debris in 
all directions over the nomerona pas- 
sengers, especially fhoat on the Prinoe- 
ton. No one, howerer, was serioaly in- 
jured. 

The Princeton proceeded to her dock 
in Jersey City, where she has been laid 
no for repairs. The Susquehanna, 
wnich sustained but slight damage, 
went on her way to New York and es 
caped by a few inches, only, another 
collision with the ferryboat Orange, be- 
fore she reached her dock. 

Another collision occurred between 
the ferryboat Whitehall and the Gov- 
ernor's Island propeller Atlantic in the 
East river a little later in the afternoon.
